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‘more Temper, or leave eff calling our 
felves by ail the fine Names of Generous, 
Juft and Great 3 to be Honeft is alone tobe 
Honourable, and to do Juftice is to be 
Brave; bafe A&tions, whether in Nations or 
Men, are the Effeéts of Cowardice and 

eannels of Soul 3; a Man of Honour dares 
‘noc bea Villain; Nations of Honour never 
fall into general Bafenels.

1. The Presbyterjans wha. were averie - 
to, aad declared agaiaft the Union, 
were fo from their Apprehenfions of 
their being Subjefted by it, to the 
Suffrege of the Englifh. Clergy im the 
Parliament, aod their. Miftakes about 
it being. in the Powernfa Britifh Parlia- 
ment, to alter the Poffuletz made for 
the Security of the Kirk— By which 
Epifcopacy might in Time be reftor'd 
in Scotland, an@, the Kirk be fent a 
begging for the xe ot Toleration. 

2. Ochers found themfelves uncasie upon. 
the Account of the Obligation of the 

‘ National Covenant, by which they 
being firmly bound by Oath againft 
the cftabtifhing Epifcopacy, and the 
Union, obliging Scotiand to joyo in 
the Eftablifl ment. and Security of the 
Church of 2p tad which is Epifcopal, 
they deemd icimp Mible co jorn with 

: : England 
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England in this Union, without incut- 
ring the Guilc of National Perjury. 

Idefie the Malice of Mento argue, that 
either of thefe Reafons againft the Union 
can inferr, chat thefe People fhould incline 
to favour a French Invalion; for if thefe 
fears fur their Crurch, created their Aver: 
fions agaicft Uniting, the Approach of a 
French Power coutd not out fll them with 
the fame Averiions in a ftronger D-gree, 
and carsied with them the very Evils inre- 
ality, which they had the Profpeét of the 
other way, only in Imagination. For Ex-

Would their Church be in Danger by 
the Union, of being fubjetted cto Epifcopal 
Avhority, would their Covenant be broken, 
aad the Guile of Nutional Perjury be in- 
curr’d by the Treaty of Union wi.h England, 
hecaule it gives way, or feems to cusfent 
to Elteblichiung a Protefcant Prelacy, they 
mutt be allow’d to be in much more Dan- 
ger, and the Perjury be much more cercaia 
and aggravated bya fubjeétion to PepAbPre- 

tacyand Frewch Tyranny- Certainly I need act 
~ gun this Parallel on, co thew how every way 
che Mifchief wuuld be feperieur. and the De- 
fsruétion furer 3 and how perfeétly defticuce 
of all Human Policy, as well as Religious 
Caution, if chey that om meec Principles 
of National Safety and Religious Ovbiga- 
rion oppofed one, fhould in defiance ot noth 
embrace the ocher. 

Thi- isa eonvincirg Proof,that the fugge- 
frion of the Pres'yterian Parcy in Scotland, 
clofing with a French Invafion, is not only 
Malicious and. Barbarous in lis, unbeco-
